‘ Mr. Burbank grafted one hundred different types of apple branches onto a single apple tree and each branch bore a com- 
pletely different fruit the first year for his personal selection. Inventing this grafting technique, he squeezed thousands of years 
of research into a few. The results of his work, from potatoes to apples to EVERY domesticated fruit, vegetable or flower, are what we grow today. 

The Burbank Potatoe Quadrupled World Production in One Year. Luther Burbank never needed a lot of space. In his lifetime he con- 
ducted over one hundred thousand series of experiments and changed the world on less than three acres of land. 


DENNIS ROBERT HOAGLAND, 1888-1949, was the inventor of the “four salt Hoagland solution” from which all HYDRO- 
PONICS are based. Although a brilliant botanist, Dr. Hoagland was interested in only one thing, the BIO-MASS (size and 
weight) of the TOMATO produced hydroponically. Working under the scientific assumptions of the early 1900s, Dr. Hoag- 
land’s world assumed four things: 

A. Plants had a life cycle leading to death. WE NOW KNOW plants have a very different way of achieving a life and death 
cycle than does the human being. Humans are more genetically structured toward their life and death cycle than plants. Plants 
allow environmental factors to control not only their life and death cycle but their sex as well: Such things as (1) “PHOTO- 
PERIOD” (length of time under light and dark), (2) “THERMO-PERIOD” (length of time under temperature variation), and 
most importantly (3) “NUTRIENT PERIOD” (length of time under a given nutrient configuration). 

B. Maximum SIZE and WEIGHT before death of (a) root, (b) shoot, (c) fruit-known as the “root to shoot to fruit ratio” — 
was the absolute goal. WE NOW KNOW the “root to shoot to fruit ratio” is a fallacy. There is no such thing. While keeping 
the fruit exactly the same size as normal, both the root (below the soil) and the shoot (above the soil) can be minimized. And by reducing the inter-nodal 
lengths* (distance between the budding sites from an average of 6 inches to less than 1 inch), the number of the normal sized fruit will increase to thousands 
per plant. (*Footnote: See inter-nodal length graph in “The Garden”’ brochure.) 

C. Plant “lush feeding” of excess nutrients meant nothing. WE NOW KNOW pliant “‘lush feeding” kills the plant. The basis of the hydroponic method is 
that a fresh nutrient supply be pumped in while the used nutrient supply drains out. This allows the plant to absorb excess amounts of calcium. If allowed, 
the plant will absorb 10 times what it requires of calcium to the exclusion of other more beneficial nutrients like N, P, K, Mg. Na, Cl, etc. Too much calcium 
and the plant gets GARDENING OF THE ARTERIES and dies after one seasonal growth period. 

D. An aquaeous (water) based system without a “buffer” (soil having a cation exchange capacity, C.E.C.) was best. WE NOW KNOW an aquaeous (water) 
based nutrient solution surrounding the root system without a “buffer” to protect the roots creates a “‘water root”—a thick, fleshy root that has layered it- 
self with “fat” to protect itself. Nowhere near the amount of root surface area is produced hydroponically (water based) as when the roots are buffered 
against excess concentrations by a soil medium. 

WE NOW KNOW that the soil mediums used by Dr. Hoagland, such as perlite vermiculite, and sand have no buffering action or “CATION EXCHANGE 
CAPACITY” (C.E.C.). The CATION EXCHANGE CAPACITY of a soil medium is the ability of that medium to ABSORB AND RELEASE a nutrient solu- 
tion. The cation exchange capacity of the soil medium protects the root system and allows it to produce thousands more root structures, producing thou- 
sands more square inches of root surface area. The greater the root surface area, the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster frowth. 

The early 1900s did not have the advanced technology of 1986. Equipment for testing nutrient solutions and plant tissue such as the gas-liquid chrom- 
otographic assay (GLC), Thin-Layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available.

NEW YORK, N.Y. —Recent drug sweeps here 
have netted an interesting assortment of people 
—respected college professor Lowell Matson, 
HIGH TIMES contributing editor Carlo McCor- 
mick, and Dana Beal (best known to HIGH 
TIMES’ readers as the former head of the Yip- 
pies). The nature of these arrests, as well as 
the character of the people who have been ar- 
rested, point to an ugly trend in the city. 

Lowell Matson, the 65-year-old head of the 
speech and drama department at Wagner Col- 
lege in Staten Island, was arrested June Sth, 
1987, for growing marijuana indoors. Acting on 
an anonymous phone tip, four narcotics officers 
searched his home and found 62 plants under a 
14-foot long automatic lighting system. After 
police arrested him, Matson quoted several 
lines from Shakespeare, and muttered the im- 
mortal line ‘‘much ado about nothing.’ 

A few days later, he handed in his resignation. 
Acting college president Carlyle Haaland called 
the arrest a “deep personal tragedy,” and 
praised the accomplishments of Matson, saying 
that his theater productions not only broughtthe 
college national praise and recognition, but also 
helped the school increase enrollment. 

Carlo McCormick was caught in one of the 
“Operation Pressure Point’’ raids on the Lower 
East Side of Manhattan. He was pulled out of a 
taxi by four plainclothes detectives without an 
arrest warrant or probable cause. When police 
searched McCormick and found a joint, he was 
taken to several precincts and held for 48 hours. 
Of course, no one read him his rights, and by the 
time his misdemeanor case was brought up to 
arraignment, he was released. The purpose of 
these Operation Pressure Point busts is sup- 
posed to be to clear the addicts and hardcore, 
hard drug dealers out of the neighborhood, but 
the result seems to be that mainly nonthreaten- 
ing drug users get the hardcore treatment, while 
the heroin and coke dealers keep multi- 
plying —along with the muggings.

The offices were virtually torn 
apart. A photographer taking pictures of the 
police action had his film ruined when a DEA 
agent removed it from his camera—eventhough 
the arrest was conducted by the state police. 
Dana Beal said, “Considering what was taken,

Another of the Russian doctors was horrified 
by the sight of bums getting loaded on cheap 
wine.

Actually the Russians have big problems with 
alcohol (and are beginning to experience pro- 
blems with drugs) in their society. But since 
there’s no free speech in the Soviet Union, 
they're able to hide these ‘‘counter- 
revolutionary” difficulties. In the United States, 
drug and alcohol problems become the target of 
a sensationalism-oriented news media. Bums, 
derelicts, and street people are just the price we 
have fo pay te live in a free, open society. Let’s 
hope it stays that way. @ 


CLUB MEDICATION 


CARRIE FISHER, of STARS WARS fame, has 
written a soon-to-be-released novel—POST- _ 
CARDS FROM THE EDGE—that describes her 
experiences ina drug rehabilitation facility. She 
was treated for addiction to LSD and the pain- 
killer Percodan. 

Fisher, who entered the treatment center after 
her 11-month marriage to Paul Simon fell apart, 
is the daughter of Debbie Reynolds and Eddie 
Fisher—who also suffered from the disease of 
addiction. Genetic predisposition is now 
thought to make people with a family history of 
drug abuse and/oralcoholism more susceptible 
to becoming addicts and alcoholics than those 
without the disease in their family backgrounds. 

According to one report, Fisher’s involve- 
ment with drugs apparently began when she 
buddied around with SATURDAY NIGHT LIVE’s 
early star, the late John Belushi. In his book, 
WIRED, Bob Woodward says that Fisher and 
Belushi indulged in cocaine and opium. Belushi 
died of an overdose in 1982. 

Fisher should be applauded for her will- 
ingness to share her experience, for inso doing, 
she is helping other addicts understand the 
nature of their problem. ® 


WHATEVER 
HAPPENED TO...? 


Remember that scumbag, Spiro T. Agnew? 
For those of you who don’t, he was Nixon’s self- 
righteous vice president before being forced to 
resign from office in 1973 after pleading no con- 
test to charges that he accepted bribes while he 
was Maryland’s governor, and later when he 
was vice president. He recently filed a federal 
lawsuit that contains a wealth of information on 
what he’s been up to since then. 

Agnew filed a civil lawsuit against an Argen- 
tine firm, Alicanto $.A., charging that the firm 
burnt him out of more than $2 million in commis- 
sions. He said in the deposition that while on 
business trips to South America in 1980, he met 
with leaders ofthe South American military junta 
to help gain military contracts for his interna- 
tional clients. He further contends that he acted 
as middleman in consummating an arms deal, 
supplying Argentina with military equipment 
from an American firm. The lawsuit also charges 
that officials working for the American military 
contractor and its Argentine business partners 
paid $3.6 million in bribes that were passed on 
to the former head of Argentina’s air force to 
secure a $57 million military contract. 

The catch to the whole deal is that Agnew’s 
lawsuit indicates that his dealings with Argen- 
tina were in direct violation to a law against pro- 
viding any military equipment, advice, or 
assistance to the Argy government because of 
its human rights violations. The restriction on 
military aid was instituted in 1978, and was in 
effect until December 1983. 

Agnew’s lawyer, Robert Knapp, Jr., said his 
client was unaware of the U.S. ban on military 
sales,and said, ‘‘I thought there was a ban only 
on Communist nations.’ @ 


SON OF SATAN? 


DAVID BERKOWITZ, convicted for the ‘‘Son of 
Sam’’ shootings of 13 people (six were fatally 
wounded) in New York City ten years ago, may 
not have acted alone. A new book, THE 
ULTIMATE EVIL by Maury Terry, claims that 
Berkowitz was a member ofa Satanic cult whose 
members participated in the design and execu- 
tion of the murders. Terry isn’t the only one who 
believes Berkowitz was not the sole perpetrator 
of the killings. Queens District Attorney John J. 
Santucci has reopened the case, and Brooklyn 
District Attorney Elizabeth Holtzman is being 
asked to reopen the case as well. 

Harry Lipsig, a Manhattan attorney involved 
in bringing a civil suit against Berkowitz in con- 
nection with the shootings, interviewed 
Berkowitz in prison in January 1982. ‘‘He sat 
there in terrified tension and testified under oath 
that he was only one of a group of 22—a group 


intent on murder and crimes of violence,”’ said 
Lipsig. 

A handwriting expert has declared that the 
Son of Sam letters, which were printed in the 
media and fueled mass fear in New York during 
the 1976-1977 murder spree, were not written 
by Berkowitz. 

Neysa Moskowitz, mother of victim Stacy 
Moskowitz, has reported being attacked several 
times by men who “‘looked very collegiate’ 
after she appeared on television with Terry in 
support of his book. She claims that her at- 
tackers cut Xs on her body and forced her to 
drink her own blood. When she spat it in their 
faces, they slugged her. 

Because of evidence never released from both 
the Queens and the Brooklyn District Attorneys’ 
offices, the conclusion of the handwriting 
analysis, and eight years of research done by 
Terry, there seems to be plenty of grounds for 
more thorough investigation. @

UFO MANIA

LAST NOVEMBER, a Japanese Airline pilot 
spotted a large aircraft twice the size of an air- 
craft carrier following his plane. The U.S. 
Government has covered up the story with the 
usual tissue of lies. 

Kenjyu Terauchi, the pilot, spotted the UFO at 
35,000 feet above the Beaufort Sea off the 
Alaskan coast. The UFO followed Terauchi’s 
plane to 31,000 feet, then disappeared a few 
minutes later. Flight controllers who were on du- 
ty that night for both the FAA and the United 
States Air Force reported seeing unidentified 
blips on their radar screens at the same time, 
and in the same place, that Terauchi saw the 
UFO. U.S. Government investigators from the 
Air Force and the FAA reviewed the tapes of that 
night, but reportedly found nothing.

The government’s explanation of the events 
might have been quickly accepted and forgot- 
ten, except that a book about to be published in 
England, ‘Above Top Secret: The Worldwide UFO 
Coverup,” lends credibility to Terauchi’s asser- 
tion that he did not see ‘‘clutter,’’ but an ex- 
traterrestrial spacecraft. Written by one of Bri- 
tain’s leading experts on unidentified flying ob- 
jects, Timothy Good, the book focuses on a 
secret U.S. committee, Majestic-12, set up by 
President Harry Truman to investigate reports of 
UFOs. According to the book, Majestic-12 in- 
vestigated reports of crashes of UFOs, and, if 
they turned out to be true, covered them up. The 
book’s most startling charge is that, more often 
than not, the reports of UFOs did turn out to be 
true. 

The book spends a lot of time discussing what 
has become known as the Roswell Incident. In 
1947, a farmer in Roswell, New Mexico called 
the government, saying he had seen a UFO that 
had crashed in the desert. According to the

book, the government found more than a 
Spacecraft—four dead bodies of alien crew 
members were among the wreckage. 

The book makes frequent references to a 
newly discovered top secret document that re- 
counts a classified briefing to President 
Eisenhower from CIA director Hillenkoetter on 
the incident. The authenticity of the document, 
however, has notbeen proven. The document 
States that the UFO uproar of the 40s and ‘50s 
Started in the following fashion: 

“On 24 June, 1947, a civilian pilot flying over 
the Cascade Mountains in the state of 
Washington observed nine flying disc-shaped 
aircraft traveling in formation at a high rate of 
speed.’’ Although this was not the first known 
sighting of such objects, it was the first to gain 
widespread attention in the public media. 


Very little in the way of actual proof came 
about until the ‘‘Roswell Incident.’’ As the 
document states: “‘In spite of these efforts, little 
of substance was learned about the objects until 
a local rancher reported that one had crashed in 
a remote region of New Mexico located approx- 
imately seventy-five miles northwest of Roswell 
Army Air Base’ (now Walker Field). 

The most startling part of the document came 
a couple of paragraphs later: “On 07 July, 1947, 
a secret operation was begun to assure recovery 
of the wreckage of this object for scientific 
study. During the course of this operation, aerial 
reconnaissance discovered that four small, 
humanlike beings had apparently ejected from 
the craft at some point before it exploded. These 
had fallen to earth about two miles east of the 
wreck site. All four were dead and badly decom- 
posed, due to action by predators and exposure 


to the elements during the approximately one- 
week time period which had elapsed before their 
discovery.” 

As if the emergence of this document wasn’t 
enough, it now appears that UFO believers will 
be getting some help from the late Jackie 
Gleason. A book written by his ex-wife, due out 
in the fall, reports that in the early 70s, Mr. 
Gleason was taken by then-president Nixon toa 
secret Air Force Base where the bodies of the 
four aliens were being kept. Aides to the ex- 
president have issued a firm ‘‘no comment’’ to 
the story. 

The major hitch in all of this has to do with the 
authenticity of the document.The general con- 
sensus appears to be that the document is a 
forgery. A government employee believes that if 
a document did exist, it would not resemble the 
document that has surfaced. @

legalizing marijuana is that more 

people would use it if it were legal. | 
used to disagree, on the theory that the 
law isn’t much of a deterrent. However 
ve changed my mind. Whoever 
makes an argument like that implies that 
marijuana has attractive qualities, and that 
if people were left alone they would take 
advantage of what marijuana has to offer 
them. So from now on, my response to 
that argument will be to agree, and add, 
“Wouldn’t that be great!” 

Let’s face it—people smoke marijuana 
because they like it. We think it’s a 
wonderful drug. |’ve consumed mari- 
juana for I5 years and, | must say, am 
proud of it. More to the point, I’m proud 
to be associated with all the people I’ve 
met who also like to use marijuana. Mari- 
juana smokers are wonderful people. 
They are generally kind, considerate, hu- 
mane, caring, hardworking, imaginative, 
and above all else, principled people. 

As a group of people we have our own 
examples of the southern end of a north- 
bound horse. And for that matter, a lot of 
people use marijuana who don’t think of 
themselves as being “potsmokers.” 
The ones who do, who “love to smoke 
pot,” I've personally found to be won- 
derful people. Wouldn't it be nice if 
there were more of them? 

Avid marijuana smokers develop a 
heightened sense of irreverence. Little is 
taken as being straightforward. Just as hip

humor from Lenny to Screaming Sam 
knows no taboo, the high frame of mind 
roams around questioning everything. 
We've learned not to take ourselves so 
seriously that we lose our sense of per- 
spective. Getting high is not about fuzz- 
ing the brain. That’s what beer’s for. 
Getting high is about awareness. 

Why do people smoke marijuana? 
It provides them a sense of satisfaction 
that becomes a positive force in their 
lives. The common explanation is “ 
smoke a joint after work to relax.” It’s an 
accurate observation. Marijuana’s medical 
effects include relief from aches, pains, 
and cramps and its effect on the mind dis- 
rupts the subject’s train of thought. 
That’s where the awareness factor 
comes into play. 

One goal of after-work relaxation is to 
forget about work for a little while. Lt. 
Col. Ollie North, clearly, is not a pot 
smoker. When someone concentrates on 
something for a long period of time, 
their mind becomes very engaged. Con- 
stant obsession is bad for anyone’s men- 
tal health, and a key tool in coping with 
the industrialized world is learning how 
to devote one’s attention to more than 
one thing. Lt. Col. North, for example, 
knew one world and one ethic: the 
world of his job. His total immersion, 
and his lack of any counterweight to its 
perceptual influence, was his tragic flaw. 

The stoned mind has no train of 
thought. It is, however, capable of di- 


\aai 


rected thought. My columns are an ex- 
ample—most are outlined and drafted, if 
not finished, while | am high. A train of 
thought is stuck in its tracks; it develops 
in a predictable fashion. The stoned mind 
abandons the train and hops into a space- 
ship that can travel in any direction, in any 
dimension. It can hover about a plane of 
creative bursts, or cruise an arc through 
several broad concepts or simply follow 
the old train of thought, pausing to ex- 
plore each whistlestop along the way. 

The stoned mind wanders a lot. 
With practice, this eventually enables the 
nonstoned mind to use its imagination 
more effectively. This is a source of po- 
wer, and this explains why people love to 
smoke marijuana. (And why it bugs the 
powers that be.) 

Smoking marijuana is not some- 
thing that should be taken too frivolously, 
but neither should it be taken too seri- 
ously. Many people justify their marijuana 
use by claiming their use is religious. Per- 
haps it is. | believe in a political right of 
self-determination that is even more fun- 
damental than a right to freedom of reli- 
gion. But the fact remains that many, 
many marijuana smokers enjoy getting 
high, and that enjoyment gives them 
spiritual satisfaction which is a source 
of spiritual power. Others may not 
approve of this, but who cares what they 
think? This is America, they need to 
learn to mind their own _business—it’s 
something we call tolerance. @

We smoked the world’s best 
herb—homegrown bud—for four months and 
did not have to pay a dime for it. My pointis simply 
this: Stop depending on other people for your 
herb. Get your lazy ass out of your chair, turn off 
your television and start growing your own herb!

The grower’s biggest 
risks are rip-off and arrest, in that order. | have 
had two rip-offs in the last five years.

Mel Zimmer, author and photographer 
of the Hawaiian article, responds: Let 
me start by saying that my interests and 
expertise lie mainly with mushrooms, 
and that my familiarity with herbals 
does not run as deep. In my travels | 
have learned how plants common to our 
gardens and homes contain either lethal 
or psychoactive substances. | take the 
approach that those substances are 
sometimes available through simply 
chewing—as with betel, coca, and 
coleus —or available only through 
distillation in a laboratory, i.e., the 
lysergic acid in woodrose seeds. 

An infusion of the roots of Mimosa 
hostillis, called jurema or yurema, are 
drunk by various tribes in Eastern Brazil 
in ceremonies usually connected with 
warfare, according to Schultes. The 
active principle with hostillis and the 
other species of Mimosa is N, 
N-dimethyltryptamine (DMT). It is my 
understanding that the Sensitive Plant 
(Mimosa pudica et al) is among them. 
Coleus pumilus and blumei are reported 
to be used by the Mazatecs of Oaxaca 
Valley in Mexico. They either chew the 
fresh leaves or pound and mix them 
with water, strain off the pulp and then 
drink the liquid. 

| have used DMT myself in the past, 
but quite honestly, | have come to 
believe it to be a very dangerous drug, 
and one that is certain to cause 
neurological damage if abused. | am

simply trying to convey the wonder of 
the psychochemical world of plants, 
and a bit of knowledge. Be careful what 
you do with that knowledge. Placing the 
huge flowers of the Datura tree at your 
bedside will sedate you into deep 
slumber, and | have used it that way. | 
would not care to use Datura the way 
Don Juan used it.

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HASH DEAL 
FALLS FLAT 


Author Norman Mailer claims that two friends 
of his received heavier sentences because they 
did not implicate him as a financial backer ina 
$15 million hashish deal. Bernard “Buzz” Far- 
bar and Richard Stratton went on trial in 1984, 
and are serving 6- and 10-year jail terms. They 
were convicted of smuggling 7‘/2 tons of hash- 
ish from Lebanon. Although Mailer flatly denies 
being involved in the deal, federal officials 
believe Mailer provided some seed money based 
on statements by Sobhi Hammoud, who par- 
ticipated in the deal. ‘I had some idea of what he 
[Stratton] was doing,” Mailer said. ‘‘! didn’t 
want to know too much.’ @ 


THE CONSTITUTION: 
THE ROADTO SANITY 


Chief Judge Sol Wachtler and his consti- 
tuent judges on New York’s highest court 
upheld the idea of civil liberties by refusing to 
legitimize random drug testing in that state, 
saying that government agencies cannot imple- 
ment drug testing without ‘‘reasonable 
suspicion.” 

In a case involving a Long Island school 
district intent on forcing 22 probationary 
teachers to submit to urine tests as a condition 
for winning tenure, the court ruled 7 to O against 
unreasonable searches for evidence of drug 
abuse. This decision could become a precedent 
as other state courts are asked to rule on the 
legality of random drug tests both in the public 
and private sectors. 

By basing his conclusion on the state and 
federal constitutions, Judge Wachtler, who 
wrote the decision, might have prevented the 
federal Supreme Court from being able to over- 
turn New York’s ruling. @ 


NEW DRUG LAWS IN 
NEW JERSEY 


“Today, we take off the gloves in fighting the 
enemy of the 1980's: drugs,” said New Jersey 
Governor Thomas Kean, as he signed new 
legislation calling for drastic penalties for drug- 
related offenses in the state. The Comprehen- 
sive Drug Reform Act requires penalties ranging 
up to 25 years in prison without any chance for 
parole and fines up to $500,000 for certain drug 
crimes. However, the bill will not take effect un- 
til the Legislature passes a bond issue for $198 
million to fund construction of new prisons. It is 
estimated that the law will add from 750 to 1,000 
new inmates in the next five years to the state’s 
prison system, and jails are already filled to 115 
percent of capacity. 

The Governor claimed that New Jersey's new 
jaw will prove more effective than other similar 
get-tough crackdowns that call for stiff 
penalties, such as New York’s Rockefeller 
Laws, because the tough sentences willbe com- 
bined with education and rehabilitation. Details 
of those programs, from curriculum to funding, 
were not made available. @

he hottest things in the 

publishing world right now 

are “funny books,” that is, 
hard- and paperback compilations 
of comic strips. Partly because of 
the proliferation of specialty comic 
book stores, and partly because a 
whole generation of kids grew up 
in the sixties and seventies and kept 
reading comics as adults, comic 
books are selling like hotcakes! 
Here’s a look at a few of them. 

Of special interest to many HIGH 
TIMES readers is A History of 
Underground Comics, from 
Ronin Press. Originally published 
in 1974, the book caused a furor in 
the U.G. comix scene, which 
resulted in the author, Mark James 
Estren, getting punched out by an 
angry cartoonist. Maybe that guy 
was onto something—Estren is now 
a yuppie, in charge of the Financial 
News Network (“to him, money 
news makes the world go around” 
says his press kit). Although the 
book is an interesting read and 
there's lots of great comics 
reprinted in it, at the new $17.95 
cover price you might be better off 
buying the original underground 
comic books if you can find them. 

If you want to spend big bucks on 
comics reprints, go for the gigantic 
MAD reprints. MAD is the original 
underground comic book, and was 
probably the single biggest 
influence on the counterculture of 
the sixties. Each book has six 
complete MADs inside, and

Popeye, 
like MAD, was a big influence on 
the underground comix scene. Still 
is! 

There are many current 
newspaper comic strip 
compilations you might like. There 
areseveral compilations featuring 
Berke Breathed’s Bloom County, 
as well as Gary Larson’s hilarious 
The Far Side. But these are all 
available at your local bookstore, 
so let’s mention acomics book

For instance, Mark Marek’s 
Hercules Amongst the North 
Americans needs a plug. After 
all, the book plugs HIGH TIMES 
right on the cover. No reason it 
shouldn’t—Mark’s Hercules strip 
appeared here in HIGH TIMES, as 
well as in the National Lampoon, 
on a regular basis a few years 
back. Although Marek has been 
accused of blatantly ripping off 
Gary Panter’s drawing style in the 
same way Gary Larson has been 
charged with taking too much 
“inspiration” from B. Kliban, 
Hercules can stand on its own 
merits.

TO SOME, R. GORDON WASSON is 
clearly the man who pulled the 
trigger and fired the first round in the 
psychedelic revolution. To others, he 
was an extraordinary scholar, an able 
amateur botanist and anthropologist, 
a meticulous student of early man’s 
religion and an ardent traveler.

R. GORDON WASSON vas born in Great 
Falls, Montana, in 1898, the son of a 
minister. He spent his early years in Newark, New 
Jersey, attended Columbia School of Journalism, 
taught there for a short time afterward, then moved 
to England to study at the London School of 
Economics. It was while in London that he met and 
fell in love with Valentina Pavlovna, a Russian 
emigre’ studying to become a doctor. In 1926, after 
Pavlovna had completed her studies, they married 
and moved to New York. There she began a 
pediatric practice which flourished; he wrote on 
economics for the NEW YORK HERALD 
TRIBUNE. 


Some months later, while on a delayed 
honeymoon, Gordon Wasson first came in contact 
with wild mushrooms. As he put it: “In the 
afternoon of the first day in the Catskills, we went 
strolling. ... Suddenly my bride spied wild 
mushrooms in the forest, and racing over the carpet 
of dried leaves in the woods, she knelt in poses of 
adoration before first one cluster and then another of 
these growths. She was overcome with joy at seeing 
the same kinds of mushrooms in the United States 
that she had seen in Russia.” That night she added 
the mushrooms to everything she cooked; he 
refused to eat, sure that all wild fungi were deadly 
poisonous and that he would be a widower in the 
morning. 

Not the kind of auspicious beginning one might 
expect from a man who would become the world’s 
foremost authority on hallucinogenic mushrooms. 
Wasson’s wife had grown up gathering mushrooms 
for the table; he had been taught they were 
poisonous. The cultural opposition caused them to 
begin a lifelong search for the origins of those 
opposing viewpoints. 

By 1928, Wasson had left journalism for banking, 
working as an investment banker for MORGAN 
Guaranty Trust. Meanwhile, during her spare 
time, Valentina began collecting material on 
mushrooms in myth and literature. They began to 
vacation in areas where people were known for their 
love of mushrooms: Friesland, Lapland, Provence, 
and the Basque country. Friends in these places sent 
them material on mushrooms, and friends of friends 
did the same. Wasson soon had to coin a term for 
their field of inquiry. He named it erhnomycology, the 
study of the mushroom’s place in the culture of man. 
The material eventually grew so voluminous the 
Wassons decided to publish a study. While 
preparing the book, they realized how many 
religious references were involved. Suddenly 
Wasson and his wife had a simultaneous thought: 
Was it not probable that our ancestors worshipped a 
mushroom? Wouldn’t this explain the aura in which 
all fungi seem to be bathed? But what kind of 
mushroom was worshipped, and why? 

This was the turning point in their work. They 
found themselves studying the mushroom not only 
for its anecdotal place in cultural history, but also for 
its probable religious significance. The first key to 


this riddle was the discovery of six extant primitive 
peoples in Siberia who still used hallucinogenic 
mushrooms in shamanistic rites. Further study 
indicated that even in cultures where mushrooms 
were taboo, they carried a supernatural aura. Greek 
literature was filled with references to mushrooms 
as “food of the gods.” Prohibitions against mortals 
eating them were severe. 

The Wassons became obsessed with their work. 
The concept of drugs and religion was not entirely 
new: Mescalin had recently been synthesized from 
peyote buttons and were the subject of study among 
Indians of the Southwest and Northern Mexico, and 


‘Philippe de Felice had written that the connection 


between religion and the taking of drugs was “...a 
kind of phenomenon which cannot be disregarded 
by anyone who is trying to discover what religion is, 
and what are the deep needs it must satisfy.” 
Wasson’s father himself had written a book decrying 
Prohibition, citing alcohol use in religious service, 
but the trail the Wassons were on was broader than 
any of these. They were looking for a specific 
fungus which apparently had been used in disparate 
parts of the globe from Siberia to India, including 
China, and perhaps even in MesoAmerica. 

A second turning point in the Wassons’ study 
came on September 19, 1952. They received two 
letters that day, both of them evidence they were on 
the right track. The first was a drawing of a pre- 
conquest Guatamalan stone carving representing a 
mushroom; the second was a letter from the poet 
Robert Graves calling their attention to an article by 
Richard Evans Schultes, the famed ethnobotanist. In 
it, Schultes presented evidence of a mushroom cult 
in Mexico; he had even brought back specimens of 
the supposedly magic mushroom for study at the 
Harvard Botanical Museum. Moreover, Schultes had 
claimed to have witnessed a shamanistic ritual in 
which they were used, though he made no claim to 
having ingested the mushrooms himself. 

Since it ran‘counter to the prevailing thought of 
the day, Schultes’ paper, and even his specimens, 
had not raised many eyebrows at Harvard. Upon 
seeing his specimens, one of the botanists there 
remarked, “Dried mushrooms look like dried peyote 
tops, so they’re one and the same thing.” 

In 1953 the Wassons made their first expedition to 
a town mentioned by Schultes, Huautla de Jiminez, 
in search of the magic mushroom cult. They were 
accompanied by anthropologist Roberto Weitlaner, 
the man who had made the first claims about the 
magic mushrooms and whose work had inspired 
Schultes. (SEE ““\WASSON’S FIRST VOYAGE,” 


P. 40.) 


Mushrooms opened up new worlds and new 
horizons. Wasson became convinced they were 
responsible for planting the seed of religion in 
primitive man. They also provided him with his first 
genuine awareness of ecstacy. He and his wife— 
who had extraordinary visions of her own when she 
tried the mushrooms—spent as much of the 
following year in Mexico as possible. 


IN 1954 ALDOUS HUXLEY had 
published The Doors of Perception, an essay detailing 
the effects of his first encounter with mescaline. But 
while Huxley loaded the gun, it was Wasson who 
pulled the trigger. On FEBRUARY 13, 1957, Life 
magazine published a 15-page article detailing, 
experientially, Wasson’s first experiences with the 
shamaness Maria Sabina. The fantastic style of the 
text, coupled with Richardson’s extraordinary 
photographs ushered in, with one fell swoop, the 
age of psychedelics. 

Wasson described the ritual in such amazing terms 
that years later the leaders of the psychedelic 
revolution would all nod their heads to him: He 

inspired them, told them the ideal conditions under 
which hallucinogens were to be taken, what they 
could expect, and how to have a good and beneficial 
trip. Timothy Leary dedicates a chapter in his book 
High Priest to Wasson. Others, from Owsley to 
Sandoz to Wolfe, acknowlege the Lif article as 
having burned into their consciousness the desire to 
know what Wasson had experienced. 

For Wasson, it was never his intent that anyone 
should follow him to Maria Sabina’s home in 
Huautla de Jiminez. In the Zi article he never 
mentioned a town, and he changed Sabina’s name to 
Eva Mendez in an effort to protect her privacy. But 
Wasson was well-known, stylishly flamboyant, and 
already had been the subject of magazine articles. 
Other writers who knew the real location of his 
velada were not as thoughtful. Maria Sabina and her 
little town were soon descended upon by hordes of 
would-be visionaries, curiosity seekers, and even 
tour guides and their charges. 

Ina sense, it couldn’t have been any other way: 
Huxley had whetted the appetites of a generation for 
mind-expanding drugs; Wasson excited the 
imaginations of those who excited us. His 
descriptions of tripping in a deep Mexican night with 
a powerful modern-day curandera must have boggled 
the mind in a day when hallucinogens were nearly 
unknown. Some writers have gone as far as to say 
that had he not published his story in Life, there 
would never have been a psychedelic revolution (the 
term psychedelic was one Wasson refused to use, 
coining instead entheogen for plants which produce a 
divine experience). For better or worse, the world 
was changed forever. 

Unfortunately, the change was not for the better. 
Maria Sabina herself is quoted in a biography as 
saying: “When we Mazatecs speak of the veladas we 
do so in a low voice, and, so as not to pronounce the 
mushroom’s name in Mazatec, we call them ‘little 
things’ and ‘little children’... From the moment 
when the strangers arrived the holy children lost 
their purity. They lost their strength... before 
Wasson I felt that the Holy Children elevated me. I 
no longer feel so.” 

Wasson was crushed when he realized how she 
felt and how disturbed the Mazatec rituals had 
become. Shamans and curanderas began to crop up all 
over Mexico offering their services to all, regardless 
of the intent of the seekers. For Wasson, this was a 


profaning of a sacred ritual of enlightment. Schultes 
says that Wasson’s intent was “purely scientific and 
sociological. His interest was in the effect of these 
plants and the use of them in religious and«nagical 
ceremonies, ancient and modern. Secondly, he 
wished to see if they might not lead to compounds 
that could be used in our medicine.” But Wasson 
would later defend himself by saying, “What else 
could we have done? Had we refrained from 
presenting to the world the facts as we knew then, a 
novel and major chapter in Early Man’s cultural 
history would perhaps have vanished forever.” It 
was, he felt, just an accident that he had arrived in 
Mexico during the same decade as the highways, 
airports, and telephones. 


GORDON WASSON AND 
VALENTINA continued their search for the 
roots of religion in Guatamala, New Guinea, and 
Borneo for the following two years, until Valentina’s 
death. Wasson was devastated by the loss, but 
perhaps her death drove him to work even harder 
than before. In 1963 he quit his position at the 
Morgan Guaranty and Trust and set off for the 
Orient. With a translator, Wendy Doniger, to whom 
he credits coauthorship of SOMA: Divine Mushroom 
of Immortality, Wasson began a painstakingly slow 
dissection of the Rig Veda, the oldest religious text 
ever discovered, hoping to prove that the previously 
unidentified “divine plant” of the text was actually 
the hallucinogenic mushroom Amanita muscaria, also 
known as Soma. Not only did he eventually prove 
his point to the scholastic world, he went further and 
traced its influence from parts of Russia through 
India, the Middle East, and into China and Europe. 

Following his return from the Orient, Wasson 
turned his attention to the study of the ancient 
Greek Rites of Elusis. With the help of Carl Rock 
and Albert Hofmann he proposed and proved that 
the ancient rites incorporated ergot, a hallucinogenic 
fungus growing on barley, as integral to the 
ceremony. The implications of this line of thought 
were inspiring: If true, it is not unlikely that 
Aristotle, Plato, Socrates, and Sophocles had 
experienced hallucinogenic inspiration similar to 
that of LSD. 

In his later years Wasson traveled, lectured, and 
wrote further on the ethnomycology of magic 
mushrooms. He died on December 23, 1986, while 
visiting his daughter in Binghamton, New York, 
shortly after finishing Persiphone’s Quest, a 
consolidation of theories on psychedelic 
involvement in early religion. 

He is survived by his daughter and son. 

Wasson was cremated in Washington, D.C., and 
his ashes were interred there. Considering the scope 
of his life’s work, it is remarkable how unnoticed his 
death has gone in the major media.

a New York banker , received a 
letter from a Protestant missionary 
living among the Mazatec Indians of 
Oaxaca, Mexico. The missionary, 
Eunice Pike, told Wasson about local 
shamans who were using mushrooms in 
religious and healing ceremonies. 
+} According to the letter, the Mazatec 
= shamans were mixing Christian 
concepts with rituals inherited from 
their Aztec ancestors. 
Around the same time, Robert 
Graves, a well-known Greek historian, 
author, and scholar, informed Wasson of 
a mushroom cult in Mexico. Wasson 
also received a drawing of a mushroom 
stone effigy that had been discovered in 
the jungles of Guatemala. All of these 
letters brought about evidence that 
needed to be examined personally, and 
so, in 1953, Wasson traveled to Mexico, 
Maria Sabina accompanied by his wife, Valentina, and 
Roberto Weitlaner. 
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After arriving in Mazatec country and 
inquiring about the Sacred Mushrooms 
of the Aztecs, they finally succeeded in 
attending an all-night velada (as the 
ceremony is called by the Mazatec 
shamans,or curanderas,who officiate 
and perform them). This first ceremony 
was conducted under the guidance of a 
Mazatec Shaman named Don Aurelio. 
Wasson observed the procedures and 
took notes of what transpired, but was 
not allowed to join in or partake of the 
mushrooms. However, he was very 
ecstatic over the performance, and felt 
no regrets for not being able to fully 
participate. 

Wasson made two more exploratory 
excursions into Mexico during the next 
two years. It was on his third trip to 
Oaxaca, and his second into Huautla, 
that he and his photographer-friend 
Allan Richardson, arrived on the 
morning of June 29, 1955, in the tiny 
village hamlet of Huautla de Jimenez 
that lies perched high up in the Sierra 
Mazatec mountains of Southern Mexico. 
Wasson and Richardson had no idea 
that before the day ended, they would 
become the first foreigners to partake of 
the sacred mushrooms they had been 
seeking for so long. 

Once Wasson and Richardson found 
lodgings, they set out on separate 
searches, asking everyone they came 
across for help in their mushroom hunt. 
After several hours of fruitless 
questioning of the natives, Wasson 
decided to find a government official 
and ask who might be willing to discuss 
the mushroom secrets with him. So off 
he went to the local Municipio (city hall), 
even though he was aware that many 
government officials were dishonest and 
corrupt, especially when it came to 
matters involving gringo white 
foreigners. But Wasson decided he 
didn’t have much to lose by 
approaching the officials. 

Eventually, Wasson met a man 
working in the office of the presidente 
who was the town sindico. The sindico 
is the number two man in the village, 
and since the presidente was away on 
business, the sindico was officially 
acting presidente. His name was 
Cayetano Garcia Mendoza. After 
exchanging introductions and greetings 
with Cayetano, Wasson was polite in 
his humble manner and discussed 


several topics such as the weather, 
maize crop prices, the problems with the 
drinking water, and the current prices of 
coffee, etc. It wasn’t long before Wasson 
found himself leaning over the counter 
towards Cayetano and whispering the 
Mazatec name for the sacred mushroom. 


All of a sudden, Cayetano appeared 
bewildered and much astounded. How 
could a foreigner have knowledge of 
such a well-kept secret that very few 
Mazatec people would mention 
casually? But in answer to Wasson’s

question, Cayetano replied that 
“nothing could be easier,” and then he 
asked Wasson “to come to my humble 
adobe after four o’clock, when I’m done 
and finished with my day’s work, and I 
would be ever so glad to help you with 
your unusual request.” 

Later that afternoon, Wasson and his 
friend Richardson, arrived at Cayetano’s 
home. They were led down the road to 
a spot not more than a hundred feet 
from Cayetano’s house, where they 
found an abundance of mushrooms 
fruiting out of sugar cane mulch. While 
Richardson began photographing the 
mushrooms, Wasson picked several and 
placed them gently into a pasteboard 
box which he had brought along for this 
occasion. 

In the meantime, while Wasson was 
picking mushrooms, Cayetano 
proceeded to the home of his friend, 
Dona Maria Sabina. 

Cayetano asked Sabina if he could 
bring the strangers to her home so that 
she might teach them the true 
knowledge of the mushrooms. Dona 
Maria replied, “If you want to, I can’t 
say no.” 

(Years later, Maria Sabina stated she 
felt compelled to accept Wasson’s visits 
because of Cayetano’s official position, 
and she assumed Cayetano’s visit to her 


humble dwelling on that hot summer 
day was one of official business. Many 
years later, in 1971, Wasson read an 
interview with Maria Sabina ina 
European magazine that said when 
Cayetano had requested her aid in 
helping the foreigners, she did so 
because she felt she had no choice. She 
also declared that when she was asked 
to meet with them “she should have 
said no.”) 

By late afternoon, Wasson, 
Richardson, and their friends Emilio and 
Generao, had finished picking the 
mushroom samples and returned to 
Cayetano’s home just as Cayetano was 
returning from Maria Sabina’s. 

Cayetano requested his son Emilio 
go along to Maria Sabina’s home and act 
as an interpreter so the strangers would 
understand what was happening during 
the ceremony. At Maria Sabina’s, 
Wasson opened his pasteboard box and 
exposed the mushrooms he had just 
picked. Maria Sabina cried out in joy 
and held them in her fragile hands, 
while talking to them in her own 
language. Arrangements were soon 
made for a velada later in the evening. 

On the evening of June 29, 1955, 
Wasson and Richardson became the first 
white people to consume the sacred 
mushrooms of the ancient Aztec people, 
in a ceremony held under the 
supervision of Dona Maria Sabina, 
Curandera Supreme, who performed for 
them and with them, a vigil which was 
conducted by her at the home of her 
friend Cayetano. 

Wasson later wrote: “We all ate our 
mushrooms facing the wall where the 
small altar table stood. We ate them in 
silence, except for Cayetano’s father, 
don Emilio, who was consulting the 
mushrooms about his infected left 
forearm. He would jerk his head 
violently with each mushroom that he 
swallowed, and utter a smacking noise, 
as though in acknowledgment of their 
divine potency. I was seated in the 
corner of the room on the left of the 
altar. The Sefiora asked me to move 
because the Word would come down 
theres. 

“T joined Allan immediately behind 
the Sefiora. We took about a half hour 
to eat our six pairs of mushrooms. By 
eleven o’clock we had all finished our

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Thus does the famous Mazatec shaman, 
Maria Sabina, reverently describe the god- 
given powers of the intoxicating mushrooms 
that she uses in her ceremony that has come 
down from ages past. 

Few plants of the gods have ever been 
held in greater reverence than the sacred 
mushrooms of Mexico. So hallowed were 
these fungi that the Aztecs called them 
Teonanacatl (“divine flesh”) and used them 
only in the most holy of their ceremonies. 
Even though, as fungi, mushrooms do not 
blossom, the Atztecs referred to them as 
“flowers,” and the Indians who still use them 
in religious rituals have endearing terms for 
them, such as “little flower.” When the Spa- 
niards conquered Mexico, they were aghast 
to find the natives worshipping their deities 
with the help of inebriating plants: Peyotl, 
Ololiuqui, Teonanacatl. The mushrooms 
were especially offensive to the European 
ecclesiastical authorities, and they set out to 
eradicate their use in religious practices. 

“They possessed another method of in- 
toxication, which sharpened their cruelty; 
for if they used certain small toadstools... 
they would see a thousand visions and espe- 
cially snakes... They called these mush- 
rooms in their language teunamacatlth, which 
means ‘God’s flesh,’ or Sof the Devil,’ whom 
they worshipped, and in this wise with that 
bitter victual by their cruel God were they 


houseled.” 


PSILOCYBE CYANESCEN 


In 1656, a guide for missionaries argued 
against Indian idolatries, including mush- 
room ingestion, and recommended their ex- 
tirpation. Not only do reports condemn 
Teonanacatl, but actual illustrations de- 
nounce it. One depicts the devil enticing an 
Indian to eat the fungus; another has the 
devil performing a dance upon a 
mushroom. 

“But before explaining this [idolatry],” 
one of the clerics said, “I wish to explain the 
nature of the said mushrooms [which] were 
small and yellowish, and to collect them the 
priests and old men, appointed as ministers 
for these impostures, went to the hills and re- 
mained almost the whole night in sermoniz- 
ing and in superstitious praying. At dawn, 
when a certain little breeze which they know 
begins to blow, they would gather them, at- 
tributing to them diety. When they are eaten 
or drunk, they intoxicate, depriving those 
who partake of them of their senses and 
making them believe a thousand 
absurdities.” 

Dr. Francisco Hernandez, personal physi- 
cian to the king of Spain, wrote that three 
kinds of narcotic mushrooms were wor- 
shipped. After describing a lethal species, he 
stated that “others, when eaten, cause not 
death but madness that on occasion is last- 
ing, of which the symptom is a kind of un- 
controlled laughter. Usually called reyhuintli, 
these are deep yellow, acrid, and of a not dis- 


pleasing freshness. There are others again 
which, without inducing laughter, bring be- 
fore the eyes all kinds of things, such as wars 
and the likeness of demons. 

“Yet others are there not less desired by 
princes for their fiestas and banquets, of 
great price. With night-long vigils are they 
sought, awesome and terrifying. This kind is 
tawny and somewhat acrid.” 

For four centuries nothing was known of 
the mushroom cult, and it was even doubted 
that mushrooms were used hallucinogeni- 
cally in ceremony. The Church fathers had 
done such a successful job (through persecu- 
tion) of driving the cult into hiding, that no 
anthropologist or botanist had ever uncoy- 
ered the religious use of these mushrooms. 

In 1916 an American botanist finally pro- 
posed a “solution” to the identification of 
Teonanacatl, concluding that Teonanacatl 
and the Peyote were the same drug. Moti- 
vated by distrust of the chroniclers and Indi- 
ans, he intimated that the natives, to protect 
Peyote, were indicating mushrooms to the 
authorities. He argued that the dried, brown- 
ish, disk-like crown of Peyote resembles a 
dried mushroom—so remarkably that it will 
even deceive a mycologist. It was not until 
the 1930s that an understanding of the role of 
hallucinogenic mushrooms in Mexico and a 
knowledge of their botanical identification 
and chemical composition started to become 
available. In the late 1930s the first of the 
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many species of sacred Mexican mushrooms 
were collected and associated with a modern 
mushroom ceremony. Subsequent fieldwork 
has resulted in the discovery of some two 
dozen species. The most important belong to 
the genus Psilocybe, twelve of which have 
been reported, not including Stropharia cu- 
bensis, sometimes considered a Psilocybe. The 
most important species appear to be Psilocybe 
mexicana and P. hoogshagenit. 

These various mushrooms are now 
known to be employed in divinatory and re- 
ligious rites among the Mazatec, Chinantec, 
Chatino, Mije, Zapotec, and Mixtec of Oax- 
aca; the Nahua and possible the Otomi of 
Puebla; and the Tarascana of Michoacan. 
The present center of intensive use of the sa- 
cred mushrooms is among the Mazatec. 

Mushrooms vary in abundance from year 
to year and at different seasons. There may 
be years when one or more species are rare 
or absent—they vary in their distribution 
and are not ubiquitous. Furthermore, each 
shaman has his own favorite mushrooms 
and may forego others. Maria Sabina, for ex- 
ample, will not use Stropharia cubensis. And 
certain mushrooms are used for specific pur- 
poses. This means that each ethnobotanical 
expedition may not expect to find the same 
assortment of species employed at one time, 
even in the same locality and by the same 
people. 

The probability that more species will be 
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found in use is far from remote. Chemical 
studies have indicated that psilocybin and, 
to a lesser extent, psilocine are present in 
many of the species of the several genera as- 
sociated with the Mexican ceremony. In fact, 
these compounds have been isolated from 
many species of Psilocybe and other genera in 
widely separated parts of the world, al- 
though the evidence available suggests that 
only in Mexico are psilocybin -containing 
mushrooms at present utilized in native 
ceremonies. 

The modern mushroom ceremony is an 
all-night seance which may include a curing 
ritual. Chants accompany the main part of 
the ceremony. The intoxication is character- 
ized by fantastically colored visions in ka- 
leidoscopic movement, by auditory 
hallucinations, and, the partaker loosing 
himself in unearthly flights of fancy. 

The mushrooms are collected in the 
forests at the time of the new moon by a vir- 
gin girl, then taken to a church to remain 
briefly on the altar. They are never sold in 
the marketplace. The Mazatec call the mush- 
rooms Nti-xi-tjo, in which ’Nti is a particle of 
reverence and endearment; the rest of the 
name means “that which springs forth.” A 
Mazatec explained this though, poetically: 
“The little mushroom comes of itself, no one 
knows whence, like the wind that comes we 
know not whence nor why.” 

The shaman chants for hours, with fre- 


quent clapping or percussive slaps on the 
thighs in rhythm with the chant. Maria Sabi- 
na’s chanting, which has been recorded, 
studied, and translated, in great part pro- 
claims humbly her qualifications to cure and 
to interpret divine power through the mush- 
rooms. Excerpts from her chant, all in the 
beautiful tonal Mazatec language, give an 
idea of her many “qualifications.” 
Woman who thunders am I, 
woman who 
sounds am I. 
Spiderwoman am I, 
hummingbird woman 
amI.... 
Eagle woman am I, important 
eagle 
woman am |. 
Whirling woman of the 
whirlwind am I, 
woman of a 
sacred, enchanted place am I, 
Woman of the shooting stars 
am I.

H IGH ART is not exclusively a vision of the sublime, it can also be the grim 
visage of the profane. JAMES ROMBERGER portrays the grotesque urban nightmare i 
that lurks in the shadows of our cultural exclusivity. His is not a condescending view 

of moral authority or glamorized romantic indulgence, it is the hyper-real grasp of 
intimate personal confrontation. Employing the dramatic dynamics mastered during 
his tenure at Marvel Comics, Romberger illustrates a rotting garden of earthly 
delights.

He’s just serving up a slice-of- 
life; a pound of putrid flesh still bleeding from the jagged edge of the artist’s pencil.

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e first time I'd ever heard of Morels was in the mid- 
‘sixties. | was an acting apprentice in a repertory acting 
company, and that year the Ford Foundation paid a poet to 
hang out with the company in hope that he would get into 
writing plays. He gave everyone in the company a poem 
about Morels for Xmas. 

The company was Arena Stage Theatre in Washington, 
D.C., and some of my social life happened to be on Capitol 
Hill. A girlfriend of mine from Indiana got a care package of 
some beautiful White Morels from home, and shared them 
with me one night at dinner. After tasting them, I understood 
why the poet had wanted to share his poem with us. 

I did not encounter Morels again until 1975. I was flying a 
kite ata farm I was living at in the Pennsylvania countryside. 
My seven-year-old daughter walkedup and asked, “Which 
hand?" | chose her right hand and she showed me five Black 
Morels she had just picked on the edge of the woods. She 
knew them from watercolors and photographs in my library 
of mushroom ID books. 

Now there is enough of a wallop in the Early Morel to 

cause loss of muscle coordination if you eat a substantial 
serving. But, make no mistake, the high associated with 
Morels is more in the hunt itself, the gratification of finding 
them when the hunt is successful, and the exquisite flavor a 
meal of the better Morels rewards you with. 

Morel season is a fine and subtle one. First the Verpas come 
in, the Early Morels, and this occurs all during April. All this 
depends upon the onset of spring, on wooded shores built of 
rubble carried here and deposited at the end of the ice age. 
You have the feeling that Morel hypha is generated from 
wooly mammoth dung beneath the leaves carpeting 

the floor of the forest. 

My girlfriend Lee and | decided to visit for two weeks in 
early May, when the Morel Festivals and National (Morel) 
Mushroom Hunt take place in the upper part of Michigan's 
lower peninsula. Some Early Morels are supposed to be 
around then. Blacks, Whites, Sponges, and the beautiful 
Golden ones are all supposed to follow (according to the 
literature we had, the best of which was written and published 
at the University of Michigan). 

You want it to be warm and rainy to bring the Morels to 
fruit. The first night Lee and | camped outside of Boyne City 
the temperature dropped to 26°F just before dawn, and we 
awakened to a dry, windy day. It was so dry, in fact, that the 
next county was losing its topsoil to the drought and wind. 
The woods we searched were covered with dry transparent 
leaves that crunched loudly underfoot as we walked. Within a 
week the governor would call a state of emergency due to the 
drought, banning campfires and smoking in the woods of the 
entire upper part of the lower peninsula. 

We were getting very frustrated. After three days of 


hunting we were emptyhanded. Then our luck changed. 


We met Tony Williams, the world’s greatest Morel hunter. 
Tony and his friend, Glen, own the Depot Restaurant in 
Boyne City. It was once an old brick train station, but now it 
was their restaurant. Lee and | met Tony while having lunch 
there. He had been raised locally by serious Morel-hunting 
parents. Tony is the only person 


to win the competition five years ina row. 

Soon, we were crashing through the woods in Tony's 
battered, four-wheel-drive jeep. The road was two very rough 
and uneven ruts bounded on either side by stands of mixed 
hardwoods. Trillium and wild leeks covered the rather dry 
looking floor. 

Tony walked at the most rapid pace of anyone | have 
known in fifteen years of hunting mushrooms. He said when 
he competed in contests, he trained a few hours every day by 
running up and down hillsides. He had given up competing 
largely because of cheating. He'd been raised by Morel- 
picking parents, and enjoyed picking them with his family 
and for his restaurant. 

We only managed to find seven Black Morels in about an 
hour and a half of hunting, but that wasn’t bad considering 
how awfully dry it was everywhere we searched. 


That night I dreamed Lee and | were out hunting for 
Morels in woods so dry the leaves on the floor were turning 
to powder. We ran deep into the woods and searched 
frantically, but could find no Morels. 

Then Lee came to a glade that was cool and moist and 
found a large cache of Golden Morels standing full and fresh 
all around her. She filled her basket with hundreds of them. 
In the dream | photographed her picking them, but took 
none myself because she had found them. It was the 
competition. We found our way to a clearing where the 
contest officials counted her mushrooms. She had over 
three hundred. The next nearest competitor had only 
twenty. Lee seemed a sure winner. Then this couple who 
had been hanging out on the edge of the clearing came over. 
The guy looked just like Black Pete, the villain in Mickey 
Mouse, and his wife was big and fat. 

All of their mushrooms were limpid and wet, almost 
rotten. It was apparent they were rotting from improper 
storage, but the contest officials gave them each a leather 
pouch with a gold coin in it. A very large Harley chopper 
came powering out of the woods and up to the officials. The 
heavily-tattooed biker aboard tried to turn in his find, and 
he broke open a paper grocery bag full of Early Morels even 
more rotten than the fat couple. I was yelling “No, no,” as if 1. 
was underwater, and awoke to a cold, howling wind. 


The contest itself was generally a failure since most 
competitors, some from as far away as Japan, came up with 
little or none. On the surface, it appeared there was some 
cheating going on, but it was impossible to prove. 

We got seventeen Black Morels that day between us, Lee 
finding most of them. And we later were able to buy a lei of 
Black Morels from a biker who was dealing Early Morels at 
the festival. After the contest was over we went over to the 
Depot. Tony treated us to some Morel soup, and we said 
our goodbyes to his family and him since we were leaving the 
next day. 

Except for the extreme cold, Michigan was a lot like 
California. The hunt was an experience we will never forget, 
and with the lei we did get over fifty Morels, which we are 
enjoying yet. If someday you choose to take the back-to- 
nature path, look alongside to see if some mushrooms are 
growing there. Maybe they can be of some use to you. 
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WHY have so many New Yorkers constructed towering antennas aimed at an 
obscure radio station in East Orange, New Jersey? And WHY has this tiny sta- 
tion become a powerful beacon of hope in a dark and dreary decade? Simple. 
Because WFMU has one of the most mind-blowing deejays around!!

“Holy Cross was widely regarded as a 
drinking school. There was an article in 
PLAYBOY during my freshman year naming it 
as one of the top ten drinking schools in the 
country.

Four years later 
whole corridors in the dorms were filled with 
pot smoke. It was almost unbelievable. | tried 
pot, but | was never a big drug user. 

“My first radio show was on September 2, 
1967, on WCHC, the sound of 640. The sound 
habit of the campus and the sound habit to 
get inte. My name is Bill Kelly and this is Un- 
derground. | did the show once a week for 
three years. 

“Back then my favorite band was probably 
The Jefferson Airplane, but | wouldn't want 
that in the interview, because | don’t care for 
them anymore, hahaha.

And 
yet that became the beacon for pop music in 
the early ‘70s. So we had all kinds of drivel 
like James Taylor and Elton John and Chicago, 
ad nauseum. Disco was almost a relief com- 
pared to the misery we had to put up with in 
the early 70s. Not that | like disco. | fate 
disco. But it wasn't until 1976, when the Brit- 
ish new wave arrived, that things started to 
open up again. 

“Il don’t think there’s anything really 
wrong with smoking pot once in a while, but 
the association of drugs and music in the 
‘60s killed the best music. People started 
producing more mellow music. They claimed 
it was more lyrical and tuneful, but it was just 
drivel. R-t-real rock'n'roll is an arrogant, 
snotty, raw form of power pop. Not psychede- 
lic, not punk, just four great guys taking 
three great chords, putting them onto two 
great sides of one great single. The years be- 
tween Woodstock and the Ramones were 
pretty empty. 

“After | left college, | worked as a travel- 
ing salesman. It took me over a year to geta 
decent job out of college. | got to travel all 
over New England, listening to radio stations. 
| always looked for something that rivaled 
what I’d heard back in high school, but never 
found it. 

“Eventually it dawned on me that a station 
like WFMU, which had a freeform format, 
might be interested if | put together a series 
of demo tapes. | got on the air in August, 
1978, doing fill-ins.

“| never had it in mind to do a ‘’60s Ga- 
rage Show.” | just figured that 60s garage 
was deader than the pharoahs and played it 
only because it was always my music of 
choice.

“The second wave started in the late ‘70s 
with the second British invasion. Bands like 
Wire, who recorded DOT DASH back in ’77, 
are just now becoming popular.

I've never smoked 
Astroturf,” it was a joke that 
became a part of baseball 
folklore. 

While one player is known 
to have pitched a game trip- 
ping on acid (“Dock Ellis and 
the Electric Baseball Game,” 
HIGH TIMES, August 1987). 
far more common was the 
household variety upper— 
greenies. Freely dispensed in 
most clubhouses in the sixties 
and seventies, amphetamines 
fueled tiring or hung over ball- 


players. Oakland pitcher 
Chuck Dobson once e€x- 
plained, “When you've got the 
flu and you've got to pitch. 
what are you going to do?” Jim 
Bouton, in his classic baseball 
exposé Ball Four, said, “Ive 
taken greenies—they make 
you feel so great you think 
you're really smoking when 
you're not.” 


Bouton’s book told the truth 
about ballplayers’ off-the-field 
antics: drinking, smoking. 
screwing, and peeping through 


hotel windows to the dismay of | 
the conservative baseball es- | 
tablishment. He also fought | 


for political causes, appearing 
at an anti-Vietnam war dem- 
onstration after the end of the 
1968 season. Tom Seaver. who 
retired early this year, also 
spoke out politically. Before 
the 1969 World Series. he pro- 
posed the idea of buying a half- 
page ad in the New York Times 
that would read, “If the Mets 
can win the World Series, then 
we can get out of Viet Nam.” 
Before the final game of the 
°69 Series, Seaver received a 
telegram of support from Ab- 
bie Hoffman, Jerry Rubin, 
Tom Hayden, and the rest of 
the Chicago Eight during their 
conspiracy trial. While some 
claimed politics had no place in

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baseball, Rusty Staub, in June 
1968. was fined a day’s pay for 
refusing to play on the day des- 
ignated a national day of 
mourning for the slain Robert 
Kennedy.

Beer and baseball have been 
associated with each other 
since the game’s beginnings. At 
the turn of the century, the 
sight of an empty beer barrel 
before a ballgame was consid- 
ered good luck, prompting 
New York Giants’ manager 
John McGraw to have a wa- 
gonload of empty barrels 
hauled past the Polo Grounds 
during the 1905 World Series. 
Not everyone approved of the 
booze’n’baseball connection 
however—in 1910, according 
to baseball authority Bill Ja- 
mes. a baseball union organ- 
izer unsuccessfully tried to 
require a promise of absti- 
nence as a condition of all 
player contracts. 

A few years later, Ring 
Lardner’s fictional ballplayer 
“The Busher” reported. get= 
ting logey” on San Francisco's 
potent steam beer in the classic 
You Know Me Al. 

The forces of Prohibition 
soon gained the upper hand. 
Vendors were enlisted by 
league officials to identify un- 
ruly fans in the stands and 
serve as witnesses against them 
in court. By 1931, after years 
of prohibition, unhappy dry 
fans greeted President Hoover 
at the World Series with the 
chant. “We want beer, we want 
beer!” 

By the time Prohibition 
ended, this century's greatest

thorns from head to toe. 

But when the plants are all in, the seed restocked, and thestash 
sealéd and stored, growers of the ganja plant like mecan finally let 
out our sighs of relief, take another hit, and thank Mother Nature 
for the wondrous opportunity to partake in her endless cycles of 
life and rebirth right here on planet Earth.

Although | respect the almost total boycott of South Africa, | take exception to the marijuana information trade since there 
is no, absolutely no, financial or economic aspect, and marijuana is a criminal offense considered to have political overtones 
in South Africa. In other words, the government has declared that pot smokers are enemies of the state. 


SOME CHEMICAL 
BACKGROUND 


e CANNABINOIDS are the main group of 
chemical compounds found in cannabis. 
Anumber of these are psycho-active. Te- 
trahydrocannabinol (1THC) is consid- 
ered the primary active ingredient 
responsible for the high. It is most effec- 
tive when smoked rather than when taken 
orally. This is because the 1 THC is often 
in the acidic form (it is holding a water 
molecule) in its natural state. The water is 
evaporated (decarboxylated) when the 
herb is smoked. This renders the THC 
about 3 times as potent. 

SOUTH AFRICAN weed contains a 
high proportion of THC while its cannabi- 
diol (CBD) content is negligible. No psy- 
cho-activity is associated with CBD, 
although it does have anti-epileptic prop- 
erties. (It is also associated with a buzz, 
but nota high, and may be somewhat dis- 
orienting and tiring —Ed)

THC and 1 tetrahydrocannabivarine 
(1THCN), a derivative of 1THC are also 
psychoactive. Researchers think THCN 
has 1/4 the potency of THC. (On the other 
hand, THCN, which is also found in cen- 
tral African pot such as Nigerian and Con- 
golese, may be responsible for the pot’s 
extreme spaciness. THCN may be re- 
sponsible for the highs associated with 
the best sativas—Ed) CBD is almost ab- 
sent in South African pot, while THCN is 
found in pot from some areas (the 
Pongola District). No other cannabinoids 
are thought to be psychoactive. 


THC AND THE PLANT 


Young, actively growing plants contain 
higher concentrations of THC in their up- 
per parts as the plants change from vege- 
tative to flowering stages. The highest 
concentration of THC is in the mature 
flowers. 

Deficiencies of potassium (K) in the soil 
influence the yield. High soil K seems to 
correspond inversely with cannabinoid 
content. Calcium content may also be 
conversely related to THC production. 
See chart # 1. 


Unfortunately, the figures in all of these 
tables are distorted by the crude methods 
these researchers use to measure sam- 
ple content. First they dry the plant at 
about 200°F for two hours. Then they 
grind the whole plant or plant part up 
without manicuring it, so that both bud 
and other vegetative material are mea- 
sured together. 

Even with the poor sampling tech- 
niques, all of these varieties measure 
fairly high cannabinoid contents. 


CBN, cannabinol, is considered a deg- 
radation product of THC. Once again, de- 
spite the technology available to these 
researchers, they show poor sampling 
technique. They do not state at what point 
in development these samples were 
taken. Plants growing vegetatively are 
certain to have a different profile than 
plants in early or late flowering. 


Notice that South Africa’s weed grow- 
ing areas fall within the 30th latitude, N. 
South African weed is sativa, it tends to 
be vigorous, branchy rather than a tight 
bush, and very early maturing. Excellent 
for crossing with indicas to which it lends 
vigor and total weight. @

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POTTING 


he chemical and physical properties of a 

potting mix determine its performance. 
Physically, to sustain plant growth, the mix 
must hold large quantities of water in a limi- 
ted volume and yet maintain a high volume of 
aeration. Since soil in a container does not 
behave the same as in the field, potting 
mixes are typically formulated with a high 
percentage of bulky organic materials such 
as bark, wood chips, peat, or compost. These 
materials hold varying amounts of water and 
also create pockets of air in the mixture. 
Mixes usually contain additional nonorganic 
materials such as sand, vermiculite, or 
perlite, which provide additional aeration 
and structure. 

Research has also shown that, chemically, 
quality potting soils must be low in soluble 
salts, slightly acidic and capable of hold- 
ing essential nutrients for plant growth.

Seeding growth in the different potting mixes varied widely. Some developed poor root systems 
and, in many instances, there were not enough roots to permit removal of a soil/root plug intact from 


Potting soil mixes sold through retail gar- 
den supply outlets in California vary widely in 
their performance as growing media. Con- 
sumers have frequently reported unsatisfac- 
tory results with many mixes despite state 
labeling regulations designed to ensure that 
products are properly identified and are of 
high quality. Manufacturers are now required 
to place the names of the ingredients in 
decreasing order of volume on the product 
label. 

This study was conducted to determine 
how useful the labeling information is in pre- 
dicting the performance of potting soil mixes 
before they are purchased and used. Single 
bags of 15 widely available packaged potting 
soil mixes were purchased at random from 
various retail garden supply outlets in 
southern California (table 1). Their relevant

physical and chemical properties, plus 
their ability to support seedling growth, 
were evaluated. 


PHYSICAL 
PROPERTIES 


Itis generally agreed that adequate soil 
aeration, reasonable water-holding ca- 
pacity, and free drainage are essential 
physical qualities of an acceptable pot- 
ting soil. Aeration is thought to be the 
most important physical property for 
most situations. 

Since standard methods for determin- 
ing many of the physical properties of 
soils are not well suited to testing potting 
soil mixes under actual use conditions, 
simplified methods were developed to 
provide accurate, replicated measure- 
ments. The procedures were carried out 
in standard, warm greenhouse condi- 
tions and were devised for use with 1-gal- 
lon or smaller plastic pots, with each pot 
constituting one replicate. 

The study included six 3-quart pots of 
each mix. Each pot was filled loosely to 
the rim with a mix, then tapped sharply on 
the bench five times to settle the material. 
Filled pots were watered thoroughly and 
the ease of wetting was noted. 

The pots were then watered three 
times a week for four weeks to allow com- 
paction. After the final watering, the pots 
were placed in a saturation tray for 24 
hours, weighed, allowed to drain for 48 
hours, and reweighed as a means of cal- 
culating pore space and container capac- 
ity volumes. The exact volume of potting 
soil in each container was used to deter- 
mine volume ratios associated with phys- 
ical properties of the potting soils. The 
infiltration rate was then measured imme- 
diately by observation of the time re- 
quired for 200 ml (nearly 7 fluid ounces) 
of water to move through containers after 
they were saturated. 

Finally, a core sample of known volume 
was taken from the center of each con- 
tainer, then oven-dried and weighed so 
that the dry weight of the total soil mass 
as well as the bulk density could be calcu- 
lated for each poiting soil. 

Results for the total pore space deter- 
mination indicate that four soils had ideal 
levels (mixes 3, 4, 11, 13), nine other 
products had moderately high levels 
(mixes 1, 2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 12, 14), and the 
rest (mixes 10, 15) had only moderate 
levels. The volume of air-at-container ca- 
pacity, which is the amount present after 
watering and subsequent drainage, was 
in the suggested optimum percentage 
range in mixes 1,3, 4, 7,8, 11, 12, 13, and 
15, but less than optimum in the other six 
products.

Once the males are 
picked, there will be about 30 plants 
per square foot. If the seedlings are 
given two weeks of continuous light 
before forcing flowering, they will be 
about a foot tall at onset of flowering 
and grow an additional 1-1/2 feet. Up 
to 30 seeds per square foot can be 
planted. After sexing, there should be 
from 5-15 plants per square foot.

Does it matter how damp the plants are 
at harvest time? | cut watering down dur- 
ing flowering and fan leaves droop. Is this 
OK? Should fan leaves be trimmed to 
make way for larger flowers? 

—Grateful Grower

Drooping fan leaves are a sign of heat 
stress. This slows down growth and 
lowers yield, although it may speed up 
ripening a bit. The fan leaves support 
bud growth by producing sugars used 
for tissue growth. Removing these 
leaves lowers the plant’s ability to 
grow. Perhaps the plant can be 
opened up a bit by spreading its 
branches. 


Dear Ed, 

| have trouble drying and curing my 
crops. The skunky odor seems hard to re- 
tain and the buds usually are too brittle. 
How can | get better results for this impor- 
tant final step? 
—.T. 

California 


Cultivators harvesting a small crop 
have trouble retaining the humidity in 
the curing area that buds need for a 
slow cure and dry, which helps retain 
some moisture and odor. If there are 
only a few ounces to cure, a cardboard 
box can be set up to serve as a drying 
area. In dry climates, even larger 
growers may face too dry an atmo- 
sphere. Closing off the space helps in- 
crease humidity. A humidifier and 
some ventilation has also been used. 


Dear Ed, 

lf l refrigerate my cannabis seeds, will it 
be detrimental to their storage life? Are 
there any other processes besides refrig- 
eration through which storage life could 
be increased? 
—Crystal Palace 

Ohio 


Yes. Refrigerating your seeds in a 
tightly closed container with a mois- 
ture-absorbing gel will prolong their 
life. Another procedure which will help 
is dusting the seeds with a fungicide. 
Seeds can also be frozen for long-term 
storage. First they should be dusted, 
then placed in a container with a mois- 
ture-absorbing gel. Then the con- 
tainer should be tightly sealed. Some 
of the seeds may die from the freezing 
process, but the rest will be preserved 
almost indefinitely. Each time seeds 
are thawed and refrozen, a portion of 
them dies. 


Dear Ed, 

Most of the grow info seems to be pro- 
duced by people in cooler climates 
(Washington, Oregon, and northern Cali- 
fornia) so seldom is air-conditioning men- 
tioned. If you want to produce truly 
bad-assed killer pot, you've got to effec- 
tively control the temperature, whether 
that’s growing in winter only or getting the 
room air-conditioner needed to hold the 
temperature down. Excessive heat, in- 
cluding heat generated by lamps, kills 
your chances of a good yeld. Sure, you 
can grow pot at 90°, but with all the heat 
stress, there’s not much energy left for 
photosynthesis or growth.

Thanks for the tip, Buddah. It’s true: 
Plants function best in the high 60°s to 
low 70°s. Higher and lower tempera- 
tures reduce yield. An air-conditioner 
can be used to lower the temperature. 
Most come with thermostats built in. 
Others can be hooked up to a 
thermostat. 


Dear Ed, 

Thirty days is along time to leave a gar- 
den unattended, but if D.F. of Kentucky 
(“Ask Ed,” April’87) has no other choice, 
there is certainly one thing that is man- 
datory: a Ground Fault Indicator. This 
device will trip even when a circuit 
breaker won’t if an electrical system pro- 
blem develops. Actually, a GFI is a good 
idea for any area where electricity and 
water are present. Granted, until reset the 
power is off, but that is a damn sight bet- 
ter than returning to a burned-down 
house and legal charges for growing pot 
the fire department found.

How can | collect and store pollen for 
use for fertilizing females later on?

Before the buds open, remove the 
branches with flower shoots to a 
space with no drafts. Place the 
branches sideways, so that they are 
lying horizontally on sheets of clean 
paper. Let the flowers open and re- 
lease the pollen. Most of it should fall 
on the papers. Collect the pollen and 
place it in a glassine envelope. Place 
the envelope in an air-tight container 
with a mositure-absorbing gel. Place 
in a cool dark place such as the veget- 
able crisper section of the refrigerator 
if the pollen is being stored for up to 
two weeks. For longer periods of time, 
place the container in the freezer. Use 
the pollen as soon as it is removed.

Might the furnace 
emit CO,?

The furnace is emitting CO, as evi- 
denced by the plants’ growth. How- 
ever, you are breathing poisonous 
levels of CO, and possibly carbon 
monoxide (CO) when you are in the 
area. CO is an extremely poisonous, 
odorless gas. Before going into the 
space, make sure that it is ventilated 
with fresh air. It should remain ventila- 
ted with fresh air as long as you are 
working in it. 

Apparently, the plants like the atmo- 
sphere, so it need not be modified for 
them. 


Dear Ed, 

I’ve read that the optimum CO, level is 
1500 PPM. In my S.S.S.C. catalog it 
states that the CO, level should not ex- 
ceed 700 PPM. Who's right?

S.S.S.C.’s info is based on a lower 
light level than is found in many MH or 
HPS illuminated gardens. For gardens 
with lower light level, lower levels of 
CO, are required. 


Dear Ed, ; 

| have been cloning and growing the 
same indicas for a little over two years. 
The last two generations of clones | have 
taken have been taking much longer to 
root than normal and about 60 days to fin- 
ish their floral cycle. Before, my plants 
would root in about ten days and finish 
their floral cycle in no more than 45 days. 
Could my eighth generation of cloned 
plants be losing their vigor and fast 
growth because | have made so many 
generations of clones? What solution do 
you suggest?

Could be that the clones are losing vi- 
gor. One way to prevent this is to use a 
mother plant as a clone generator. 
That is, dedicate specific plants to 
clone generation and keep them alive 
for a long time. Then all the clones are 
from the same generation rather than 
from subsequent generations, even 
though they represent subsequent 
crops.

outdrank all players before and after his 
time. As beer expert Will Anderson tells 
the story: “In the August heat of 1948, at 
Babe Ruth’s funeral, former teammate 
Jumping Joe Dugan remarked to pitcher 
Waite Hoyt, ‘I'd give a hundred dollars for 
a beer.’ Replied Hoyt, ‘So would the 
Babe.’ ~ 

Prohibition attitudes died hard though. 
Bill James describes an incident in 1945, 
of Brooklyn Dodger general manager 
Branch Rickey’s horror upon learning 
that manager Leo Durocher prescribed a 
shot of brandy before each game to cure 
pitcher Tom Seats’ unsteady nerves. 
Aghast at the notion of a ballplayer under 
the influence, Rickey had Seats banned 
from baseball for life. 


A Wholesome, Family 
Game! 


Rickey knew the beery ways of Duro- 
cher and his teams, but he never attended 
a Sunday game in his life. Beer sales and 
Sunday baseball were controversial as 
early as 1881, when the Cincinnati Reds 
were expelled from the National League 
for playing on Sunday and selling beer. In 
1882 a competing league, the American 
Association, was founded in response to 
the Sunday baseball and beer ban. While 
the National League charged fifty cents 
admission with no beer and no games on 
Sundays, the American Association had 
beer, Sunday games, and twenty-five cent 
tickets. 


In the 1880s, ballplayers were often ar- 
rested and tried for violating the Sabbath. 
Charles Ebbetts’ Brooklyn Dodgers 
evaded the blue laws in 1902 by not charg- 
ing admission to the game. The New York 
Highlanders, later known as the Yankees, 
handed out cards at a Sunday exhibition 
game asking fans to refrain from 
cheering, in order to avoid violation of 
the Sunday ban on baseball. A reverend 
at a Fort Wayne semiprofessional game in 
1898, who was compiling a list of all Sab- 
bath violators, was mobbed by unruly 
fans and forced to surrender his pad and 
pencil. Such resistance paid off, as base- 
ball on Sundays did become acceptable, 
although Sunday baseball bans continued 
until 1934 in Philadelphia. 


Rebellion For The Hell 
Of It | 


Resistance to authority has always 
been a part of baseball. Players have ig- 
nored managers’ disciplinary codes ever 
since the first professional teams were or- 
ganized. A typical players’ reaction came 
from the 1971 Houston Astros, who were 
angered by manager Harry Walker’s disci- 
plinary code. Baseball historian David 
Voigt tells how they would loudly sing this 
verse in response: 

“Now Harry Walker is the one that 
manages this crew. 

He doesn’t like it when we drink and 
fight and smoke and screw; 

But when we win our games each day, 

Then what the fuck can Harry say. 

It makes a fellow proud to be an 
Astro.” 

While the 1971 Astros taunted their 
manager, players began to fight against 
the idiotic reserve clause, which resulted 
in free agency, and the right to play on 
whatever team they wanted after six years 
in the major leagues. The scent of mari- 
juana and the air of revolt was in the 
streets, the ballpark stands, and the play- 
ers’ hotel rooms. 

Now, in the late 1980s, we live in an age 
of repression. The war on drugs, the 
crackdown on beer sales at the ballpark, 
the team owners’ refusal to sign free 
agents, and the persecution of young ath- 
letes for recreational drug use all repre- 
sent the backlash against the freedoms 
fought for and enjoyed by baseball fans 
and players. As you watch this year’s 
World Series, celebrate an American tra- 
dition—your right to party. But beware of 
the new prohibitionists. ®

Container capacity, which is an esti- 
mate of the upper limit of available mois- 
ture of soil in a container, was moderately 
high to high for each of the mixes evalu- 
ated. This finding suggests that each 
product could hold an adequate amount 
of moisture. 

With the exception of rates for mix 5, all 
of the infiltration rates calculated by these 
procedures were extremely high. It was 
observed, however, that potting mixes 1, 
6, 7, 8, 10, and 15 were considerably less 
permeable than the others and that mix 5 
had very poor relative infiltration. 

The percentage of water significantly 
affected the handling of mix 7. This mix, 
which was sold by weight, was needless- 
ly high in water, and was much more diffi- 
cult to handle out of the package. 

In addition, initial wetting of the mix was 
a problem in products 9, 10, and 11, 
which required several irrigations to be- 
come thoroughly wet. 

In this test, potting soil mixes with fir 
bark or forest materials as the primary in- 
gredients more consistently approached 
or exceeded suggested minimum stan- 
dards of the essential physical qualities 

‘than did those with other organic materi- 
als as primary ingredients. This finding 
does not suggest a cause-and-effect re- 
lationship, however, since these tenden- 
cies were not observed for all products 
evaluated. In fact, most of the products 
demonstrated at least satisfactory over- 
all physical properties with the possible 
exceptions of mixes 5, 6, 7, 8, 10, and 15. 
The results do suggest that consumers 
may have some confidence that a high 
percentage of bark or forest materials ina 
given mix is an indication of satisfactory 
physical characteristics. 


CHEMICAL 
PROPERTIES 


Samples of each mix purchased were 
analyzed for pH, soluble salts, percent or- 
ganic matter, percent water, and concen- 
‘trations of important nutrients. All 
measurements were by the standard 
methods used by the University of Cali- 
fornia Cooperative Extension Soil, Water, 
and Plant Analysis Laboratory. 

The range in chemical properties was 
quite wide. Unlike results of the physical 
analysis, there did not appear to be any 
link between the primary ingredients and 
the respective chemical properties in the 
potting soils. The only predictable link 
was that of the sewage sludge and a cor- 
respondingly high salt content of mix 8, 
since processed sewage sludge often 


contains concentrated salts.

Several mixes (3, 5, 7, 8, 10) had pH 
measurements well below the reported 
acceptable range for growing plants in ar- 
tificial media, and two products had pH 
values above 7.0. Soluble salts were at 
significantly higher levels than the gener- 
ally accepted maximum of 2.0 dS/m in six 
mixes, and in four products were at levels 
that could cause serious injury to many 
plant species (mixes 4, 5, 8, 10). 

Concentrations of the nutrient ions 
sampled indicated that more than one ion 
contributed to the high salts in a given 
mix. The overall nutrient status of these 
potting soils varied widely from deficient 
to nearly excessive. Of particular impor- 
tance were the ranges of the macronu- 
trients nitrogen, phosphorous,and 
potassium. 

Organic matter percentages ranged 
from about 38to over95 percent witha ma- 
jority of the mixes having over 50 percent 
concentrations. There was no consistent 
relationship between the percentage of 
organic matter and pore space in these 
mixes. 

In summary, a number of the products 
evaluated showed unsatisfactory values 
for more than one chemical property 
(mixes 3, 5, 8, 19). Soluble salts and pH 
levels were the primary problems. Since 
these conditions cannot be correlated to 
stated mix ingredients, it is likely that the 
poor chemical performance results from 
the manufacturer's total formulation pro- 
cess and not from the raw ingredients 
listed on the package. 


GERMINATION AND 
GROWTH 


Samples of each potting soil mix were 
placed in 24 one-inch cells (four repli- 
cates of six cells) in a Speedling flat, and 
one tomato seed (cv. ‘Bigset’) was placed 
in each cell for observation of germina- 
tion and growth rates. A sample of the 
standard UC greenhouse soil mix (50 
percent sand, 25 percent shredded bark, 
25 percent Canadian peat moss, plus a 
nutrient mix) was included in this trial for 
comparison. 

The flats were overhead-watered, cov- 
ered with clear plastic, and placed in a 
warm greenhouse. As germination pro- 
ceeded, the plastic was removed, and the 
flats received overhead irrigation of tap 
water as needed for the remainder of the 
experiment. Germination was recorded 
after 14 days. After one month, plant 
shoot lengths were measured and overall 
seedling and root-system vigor 
evaluated. ‘

46 to 92 percent (table 3). This lot of seed 
had 83 percent germination in a standard 
seven-day germination test, and half of 
the mixes evaluated met or exceeded the 
standard. The high salt content of mixes 8 
and 9, surprisingly, did not reduce the 
germination of tomatoes, and neither did 
the low pH of mixes 7, 8, and 10. This 
Suggests that the salts were readily 
leached and that tomato germination was 
not adversely affected by low pH. 

Seedling growth varied widely. At the 
end of the one-month period, all the seed- 
lings appeared somewhat deficient in ni- 
trogen. The plants in mixes 2, 5, 7, and 
10, however, appeared to have more than 
just a nitrogen deficiency, because they 
showed a great deal of purple coloration 
as well. Seedlings from mixes 2, 5, and 
14 developed poor root systems, and in 
many instances, there were not enough 
roots to enable removal of a soil/root plug 
intact from the cell. Plants in mixes 12, 
13, and the UC mix developed satisfac- 
tory root systems, while those in the re- 
maining mixes developed excellent, 
vigorous roots. Good plants developed in 
mix 6, even though aeration and infiltra- 
tion were relatively low. This mix had 
nearly optimum pH, salts, and phospho- 
rous levels, which may have maximized 
the plants’ capabilities under less than 
ideal soil conditions. 

There was some indication of a link be- 
tween root development and the air-at- 
container capacity for a given mix, as can 
be seen when comparing the plant 
growth in mixes 2, 5, and 14. 

Overall, 11 of the potting soil mixes and 
the UC mix produced satisfactory tomato 
transplants. Several factors in both the 
physical and chemical properties of these

outcome, but no consistent relationships 
between ingredients and seedling devel- 
opment could be determined. Some of 
the mixes with less than optimum ratings 
of important properties (3, 5, 6, 8) pro- 
duced acceptable tomato seedlings. 
From this very limited growing test, one 
cannot determine how seeds and seed- 
lings of other crops would develop in 
these mixes, nor can the performance of 
other species that would be transplanted 
into one of these mixes be estimated. It is 
reasonable to assume that the uses of 
mixes with less than optimum pH, aera- 
tion, or drainage characteristics and with 
high soluble salts would result in poor 
growth of a wide range of plant species 
under most conditions. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The results of this study are based on 
single purchases of products that may 
not represent their average quality. How- 
ever, the findings do describe the actual 
quality control problems confronting con- 
sumers and justify the following conclu- 
sions and recommendations. 

There is limited evidence suggesting 
that a consumer could predict the physi- 
cal suitability of a potting mix by knowing 
the types of ingredients, but there are no 
consistent relationships between the 
chemical properties or seedling develop- 
ment and the ingredients. In this study, 
pH, soluble salts, and air-at-container ca- 
pacity appeared to be the properties that 
determined whether or not a mix was suit- 
able. Since none of these attributes could 
be related consistently to the ingredients 
used, information currently required on 
package labels is inadequate for a con- 
sumer to use in predicting the perform- 
ance of a potting soil. 

Accurate decisions on suitability can 
only be made if one also knows the pH, 
soluble salts, and air-at-container capac- 
ity. tis recommended that manufacturers 
include this information as well. In the in- 
terim, consumers are recommended to: 

@ Select mixes high in bark, forest ma- 
terials, or sphagnum peat plus 
vermiculite. 

© Thoroughly leach any potting soil at 
least three or four times before placing 
seed or plant material in the mix. Leach- 
ing will reduce soluble salts to acceptable 
levels in most mixes. 

@ Fertilize with a soluble fertilizer ac- 
cording to the manufacturer's directions 
within two weeks after plants are growing 
in new potting soil to replace leached nu- 
trients and those taken up by the plants.
